Ne Baileys Rough Guide 
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— Windrow straw component 

— Top with balance 

— Turn and add water, keep pliable 
consistency with water 

— Maintain 60-70 degrees C through the 
decomposition 

— Turn regularly and add water to manage 
temp 

— Approximately 2x per week for 5 weeks 
temp peaked and settled 

— Turn periodically to aerate. 

— Top with organic trace element based on 
nutrient testing of soils and compost
